of the towns. Tlie jier capita ealcii-

A' BLUKDERim LEADER. 

The remarks of Mr. Fell on Tuesday 
evening took no one by surprise. When 
his burly fornr surmounted by his rubi- 
cund visage was soon on tho stago ovory- 
one knew what was coining. Those wlio 
were nearly put to sleep by Dr. iMiliie 
monotonous speech and Mr. Leaven's 
long-druwn sentences, remained to en- 
joy n laugh at Mr. Fell's Impassioned 
oratory and strange liyperbolo.i' Jt is al- 
ways safe, when Mr. Fell is billbd'to ad 
dress an audience, to predict that he 
will inJulgo in strong commeiils upon 
tlio.so witli whom lie does not agree. On 
Tuesday evening he more tliaii met the 
public expectations; but lie also put his 
foot iu it. His attack on politicians was 
so violent and general that he reminded 
his licivrers of an honorable mcmlier in 
a western legislature who, when a bill to 
regulate tax collectors was before the 
house, said; "Mr. Speaker, I go iu 
strong for that bill. The tivx-oollootors 
are all a'set of knaves. • I was one my- 
self for ten years." Mr. Fell liaa been a 
politician for twice ten years, lint it is 
not with him or his speeeli lliat we jiro 
pose to deal. They can be safely left 
to the verdict of a disoiiminating 
public opinion which ever placed 
the seal of condemnation on apc-akura 
who mistake abuse for ai'guinent, and 
lictioii for facts. It is to a part of the 
remarks of the leader of the opposition 
that we wish to draw attention. Mr, 
Beaven, like Mr. Davie, is an advocate 
of the Bute Inlet railway. Ho voted 
for tho Canada We-itern Railway I5ill 
last session, and made himself useful in 
framing an aineiiiiinenl thereto in com- 
mittee, lint .Mr. lieavcii is evidently 
annoyed at the adoption of the Canada 
Western road 08 a question of govern- 
ment policy. ^Vo think we do liiin no 
injustice when we express the belief 
that he would have been well pleased to 
lind .Mr. Uobson's Covenimeiit averse t 
tliat ineasuie. I'o a gli al exLeiil .Ml 
Uavie'a address may l.ie said to have 
taken the wind out of the Opposition 
anils. Dr. Milne's address aud the Times' 
editorial show that the party are dis 
coniHted and demoralized by the railway 
policy of tlie new ( ioveriinienl. 

Mr. lieaven on Tuesday night labored 
lo allow that Mr. iiobaon adopted that 
policy through sheer necessity. "Why," 
said the Leader of the Opposition, 
" count the members. Out of a house 
of twenty-seven there arc nineteen who 
insist on the road being cniistruoteil 
witli < loveriiiiieiit aid. .Mr. Itnli.so 
could not help liiinaelf. However much 
lie might wish to pull in an opiiosito di 
rectioii for the benefit of his Vancouver 
holding, ho is forced into the Bute In 
lot groove." The Leader's words on this 
subject were much a|i[iieeiated by his 
friends, who nearly wine llieir hand 
and shoes out in manifesting their 14 
proval. -Mr. lieaven then proceded lo 
ridicule Mr. Davie's claim as cliainpion 
<)f the Canada Western railway, and 
sketched as an inevitable eventuality 
.\lr. Davie's licl|ilessiicss if .Mr. Kohsoii 
diould repudiate ids present jxiliey. 
•"Why," aaiil .Mr. lieaven, "the attor- 
ney-general would be powerless." Hi 
could neither advance the railway 
a jot nor prevent hinisolf being 
turned out of tiie cabinet if 
lie should demur." Is it neies 
sary that the reader should be tohl thai 
.Mr. Bca veil's position is ridiculously 
illogical? Is it necessary that we should 
point out that the I-eader'a liisl proposi- 
tion is at war with his second ? That, 
like the contents of Dr. Milne's cjird, 
they are inconsistent with truth? 

Let us e.Naniine thi'se prop"sitioiis 
moment. \S'u will say with .Mr. lieaven 
thai lliere are nineteen memliers of 1 hi 
House who will demand (iovernmenl as 
sistauce for the Canada Western road , and 
that Mr. Robson will be forced to yield 
10 their demand.

Ho talked about tho 
reconunoiidatious and objected to some 
of thom, but against this par- 
ticular ono, which indeed was 
the only one Unit was of general 
importance, he did not raise a single nh- 
jection. Tho record is brief, ft gives 
110 details, SO 'that wliollior Dr. Miliic 
spoke in favor of the proposition to give 
Government tho power to tax the towns 
wo have no means of uscortaiuiug with 
certainty. Hut Ihe prohability is that 
he dill. At any rale il is certain Unit 
he did not object to it. 

lint now when Dr. Milne is running 
lii.-. electioii-an wants tho votes of the 
citizens, lie has many, and as he consid- 
ers, serious objections to a nicaaurc tliiit 
does not give the (hivernmeut nearly us 
much ]io\ver as it was pri)|iosed lo in- 
vest theiii with ill that inemoruble meet 
Ing of February 21st, 1S88. Ho now 
with more emphasis than ac- 
curacy condemns tho principle ua 
"unfair and unjust," and approves 
of the action of tin- Doard 
of .■Mderiiien in refusing lo |iay what the 
law requires llieiii to e.nil 1 il mle louaid 
the maiiiteiianee uf the sehools. Il is net 
a little singular how diU'ercntly Dr. Alillie 
acted in the difl'oroiit positions. Wlicn 
he was a scliool trustee and had the in- 
terests of edueation at heart, be rai.sed 
no objection to the in iiimsal to give the 
(lovernmi'iil power lo lav the ratepayers 
fur I he' suiipiii I of the selmuls. When 
lie is a candidate he deelaies with seein- 
nig earnestness that il is " unfair and 
unjust " to rcijuiro the cities to jiay a 
cent directly for the aupjiort of the 
schools. It may occur to the voter lo 
ask. When was Dr. -Milne sineeie 
wlieii he was a sehool trustee. nrwhenns a 
eandidaU; he seeks the votes of the free 
and independent electors of tho city of 
\'ictoria? It is quite evident tliat in 
ono or other of the positions ho must 
have been acting a part.

THE GREAT SALMON RUN 

UuiirecFilented In the History ofthoVra- 
ler— No Abatement In the Number of 
FiBta. 

The salmon run in the Fraser con- 
tiimca as marvellous 'as .ever,^iuid j there 
ia no sign ye'^of^rdimiiiiBiiiiig fnumbers. 
Although tho boats did not ^o out until 
I) o'clock on Monday morumg, by noon 
most of the canneries had all the lish 
they could handle for the day, and llie 
iiela wero hanlcd out until the night 
shift. Such a record is unusual. All 
the caniierynion agrco that the present 
run of aalmon is niiprcccdentcd in the 
history of the Priiscr river, and such a 
run may never hapiioii again in the 
present generation. A number of old 
lishermen profess to see a now run of 
soeUeyesin the lish that have been caught 
during the last two days. They are 
about two pounils lighter than the rogii- 
lai.iiin sockeye, but a be.'uiliful fish in 
oveiy way. Thesu lisheriiieii feel cer- 
tain that ihisnew run is the work of the 
Kraacr river hatchery, and their auniiise 
is very likely to be c oi rect. 'I'lie luiiiip- 
hiiek sahniin is beanlifnlly .scarce Ibis 
year — a circniiisl ance of much ])leasure 
to tlio lishermen. Ne.irly all the can- 
neries are making a second sii]iply of 
tins, which an; being lilled almost as 
raiiiiUy us they are made. There is no 
telling how much longei' the big run 
will last, for il should have been ended 
a week or more ago. However, a I the 
clii.se of this week the caiin(;ryinen ex- 
pect the run to ea.su od'"coiisiderably. 
The average catch yesterday and to-day 
was from 100 to 180 lish to a drift.— 
[Columbian.
